AGAWAM - The Environmental 
Protection Agency has begun its inves- 
tigation into last Friday’s raw sewage 
leak on Meadow Street in Agawam. 


Mayor Richard Cohen said Monday 
night that the EPA was handling the 
investigation after the DPW found 
unauthorized excavation over a 10- 
inch and 20-inch pressurized waste- 
water main. The line handles waste- 
water that is pumped from the Main 
Street pump station to Bondi’s Island 
for treatment. With the damage caused 
by the excavation, sewage started leak- 
ing into nearby wetlands by the 


According to a statement from the 
Town of Agawam, the DPW was noti- 
fied there was an unattended backhoe 
located in the “Meadows Section” of 
town at the turf farm. Upon investiga- 
tion, they discovered the excavation 
and subsequent damage with discharge 
coming from the main.

A healthy newborn is the hope of all par- 
ents. For Chris and Debbi Sanchez of 
Feeding Hills, their hope 
continued to float into the 
weeks and months following 
the early birth of their son. 
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i Christian Sanchez was 
—"* born in 2008, 15 weeks early, 
— weighing 1 pound, 10 
—— ounces. He spent the first 102 


days of his life in a neonatal 
intensive care unit, coming 
home the day before his actu- 
al due date. 

“T trained to be a nurse 
and it never prepared me to 
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be a mom of a preemie baby,” said Debbi. 
“No amount of nursing education could pre- 
pare me for what we went through in the 
hospital.” 

Christian was born at Baystate Medical 
Center and less than a week later was trans- 
ferred to Boston Children’s Hospital. By the 
time he was 10 days old, the micro-preemie 
had undergone three life-saving surgeries, the 
latter two interfering with the critical healing 
phase for his first surgery. 

“Just being in the operating room was a 
tremendous feat for Christian,” said Chris. 
“My son lived because of a research grant 
funded by the March of Dimes.” 

According to his parents, because of his 
multiple surgeries, Christian could not be fed 
by mouth and a soy-based, omega-6 lipid 
nourishment had to be delivered intravenous- 
ly. The trouble was, this nutrition needed to 
heal his little body was causing liver damage. 

Dr. Mark Puder, a pediatric surgeon at 
Boston Children’s Hospital, developed the 
drug Omegaven after seeing the benefits of

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Council 
approves animal 
shelter lease

AGAWAM - The Agawam City Council Monday night 
unanimously approved the establishment of a lease agree- 
ment with the city of Westfield to hold dogs at a shelter there 
when they are captured by the town’s animal control officer. 

Some concerns arose among Councilors Robert Rossi, 
Robert Magovern, and George Bitzas upon learning it would 
cost the town about $10,800 per year to store dogs at the 
Westfield-based facility. In addition, Agawam is being 
charged $9,708 to build out the shelter and install new ken- 
nels. 

Rossi said he and Bitzas met with Mayor Richard Cohen 
and Agawam Police Lt. Eric Gillis recently to discuss ques- 
tions and concerns. 

“After having a great discussion with them I changed my 
mind about how I felt about this,” said Rossi. “I think this is 
a good deal for our town and the best deal we are going to 
get.” 

Magovern said he had a problem with paying $10,800 per 
year after seeing only 30 dogs being brought in overnight in 
2010. 

“Tf you do the math, we are paying about $300 per dog,” 
said Magovern. “I wish there was a way to find a local place 
or a smaller place that would cost less.” 

Agawam previously had an agreement with the town of 
Southwick, but Southwick requested Agawam begin bring- 
ing their animals elsewhere. 

“Southwick has been very gracious in allowing us to bring 
animals to their facility,’ Cohen told the Council. 

Magovern asked why Agawam could not approach 
Southwick about a new agreement. 

“They were very clear with us that they want to end their 
agreement,” said Gillis, who oversees animal control at the 
Agawam Police Department. “They are not interested in hav- 
ing a relationship with us. I know it is expensive, but the 
Massachusetts General Laws require we have a place to 
bring dogs. This is the best option for us.” 

Cohen also presented the Council with his proposed rev- 
enue stream, which would make the program more than self- 
sufficient. 

New proposed animal control bylaws, which would be 
named Chapter 96 of the Town of Agawam Ordinances, 
increase the minimum dog-licensing fee for spayed or 
neutered dogs to $10 per year. Non-spayed or neutered dogs 
would be $25 per year. 

Cohen said there were 1,400 dogs licensed in 2010. At 
minimum, that would raise $14,000 under the new fee struc- 
ture. 

Magovern thanked Gillis, Cohen, and Agawam Police 
Chief Robert Campbell for their hard work in coming up 
with the agreement with Westfield. Magovern voted in favor 
of the lease agreement along with the rest of the council. 

The agreement is a five-year lease, but does not have any 
provisions for a renewal at the end of that period. West 
Springfield also has a similar proposed agreement with 
Westfield, but they have not passed theirs yet, Cohen said. 

Cohen told the council West Springfield’s agreement does 
affect Agawam’s agreement. 

Southwick officials wanted to charge Agawam $5,000 per 
month for the storage of dogs, Cohen said. Springfield would 
have charged up to $90,000 per year, making the agreement 
with Westfield an even more attractive option. 

“We definitely did our research coming up with this agree- 
ment,” said Cohen. “Westfield is not making money off of 
us with this. They are simply sharing the cost of running their 
facility with us.”

AGAWAM - Support of a local aid resolu- 
tion will be up for vote at the next Agawam 
City Council meeting, scheduled for April 4. 

Councilor George Bitzas submitted the 
resolution and forwarded a letter to 20 other 
communities in the surrounding area asking 
for their support. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
who represents Agawam in the state 
Legislature, is sponsoring a bill that make num- 
bers passed by Gov. Deval Patrick to become a 
benchmark for towns and cities to begin plan- 
ning their budgets starting in January. 

“IT have been a selectman in Southwick 
and I know how frustrating it is to try and 
plan a budget when you may not get the final 
numbers until after you pass the budget,” 
Boldyga said last Friday, March 18, during 
his opening meeting hours in his home dis- 
trict. “This resolution will set a base mini- 
mum that towns and cities can use to effec- 
tively plan their upcoming budgets.” 

Bitzas agrees with the bill, and said he is 
looking for support from the city council as 
well as other communities. 

“T think this is something all the towns 
should be able to stand behind,” said Bitzas. 
“Tt is time the legislation passes something 
like this.” 

Currently, the governor puts out his first 
draft of the budget near the end of January. 
The budget is submitted to the House of 
Representatives and the Senate. It can take 
several months with cuts and additions for a 
budget to be finalized. During that time, 
cities and towns struggle to project what their 
local aid will actually be. 
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Council to take up 
local aid resolution 


A local budget is typically not passed until 
sometime in late May or early June, Boldyga 
said. In his hometown of Southwick, town 
meeting passes the budget in mid-May, and 
then must make adjustments if state numbers 
come in differently. 

In Agawam, the budget is presented in 
mid-May ahead of the new fiscal year, which 
begins on July 1. 

Bitzas said in mid-May, the legislature 
may still be fighting over cuts in the budget, 
making it difficult for cities and towns to 
plan or even properly project what the actual 
numbers will be. 

“We are in very tough times right now and 
we can’t afford those cuts,” said Bitzas. 
“Having a minimum level of funding will 
allow us to know what we’re dealing with.” 

The resolution calls for a minimum level 
of Chapter 70 school funding, and unrestrict- 
ed local aid to municipalities to be set by 
numbers filed by the governor. For fiscal 
year 2012, those numbers are $3.99 billion 
for Chapter 70 and $8.99 million in unre- 
stricted local aid. 

The letter to the 20 surrounding communi- 
ties is signed by Bitzas, Mayor Richard 
Cohen and School Committee Vice- 
Chairman Anthony Bonavita, who will seek 
a letter from the Agawam School Committee 
to support the Chapter 70 portion of the bill. 

Boldyga said the bill has been filed but has 
not been assigned to a committee. He is 
sponsoring the bill because it reflects his 
campaign promise to preserve local aid. 

“T campaigned to preserve local aid and to 
keep our core services in place,” said 
Boldyga. “That is making sure schools, 
police, and fire are funded and receive the 
amount of state aid they need.” 


Compostable bag mandate 
may be on its way to law

AGAWAM - A bill restricting the type of 
bags that grocery stores can hand out to their 
customers has been introduced into both 
houses of the Massachusetts State 
Legislature. 

The proposals employ a threshold of only 
4,000 square feet, meaning any store above 
that size will have to comply. That is quite a 
low threshold; for purposes of comparison, 
Geissler’s in Agawam has 30,000 square feet 
of floor space. 

Sen. James Welch, D-West Springfield, 
whose district includes both Agawam and 
West Springfield, said in an interview that he 
has not gotten much feedback from his con- 
stituents specifically on this subject. 

“T do hear from constituents who want me 
to work to protect the environment in a broad 
sense, and this could of course be considered 
an aspect of that, but I have not heard much 
one way or the other on the matter of a gro- 
cery bag mandate.” 

The issue may not yet have acquired a 
very high profile as a political issue in this 
state, but according to some estimates the 
U.S. alone uses 100 billion single-use plastic 
bags in a year. Worldwide, the number is 
thought to exceed 500 billion. They contami- 
nate the soil, waterways, and ultimately the 
ocean. The Ocean Conservancy has listed 
plastic bags as the second most common 
type of refuge in the sea, outranked only by 
cigarette butts. 

Two bills before the state legislature would 
require that if a store beyond the size thresh- 
old provides plastic single-use bags to its 


customers, the bags must be “compostable,” 
and they empower the commissioner of the 
Department of Environmental Protection to 
“promulgate rules and regulations to imple- 
ment” that requirement. 

Tom Scavatto, the manager of the 
Agawam Geissler’s, does not expect that 
such a law will do that store any harm. 

“All our plastic bags are biodegradable,” 
he said, adding he is confident they will pass 
muster with the legislation, “unless they ban 
plastic completely,” which the bill does not 
propose to do. 


Transition Period 

Welch said that he is not certain how he 
will vote if such a bill comes to the floor. 

“IT support the general idea of increased 
use of biodegradable materials, but in terms 
of mandating that grocery stores follow one 
policy on this - I can’t say I’m there yet.” 

In recent years, the issue of how best to 
discourage throwaway uses of non- 
biodegradable plastic bags has become a 
lively one in many states and municipalities. 

If Welch does decide to support a particu- 
lar bill, “there will have to be a transition 
period; it couldn’t be something that was just 
imposed overnight.” 

The Senate version of the bill, sponsored 
by James Eldridge, of Acton, is known as 
$00353. The House version, sponsored by 
Lori Ehrlich, of Marblehead, is H01990. Both 
versions allow for a transition period in that 
each provides that its requirements will take 
effect only one year after it becomes law. 

Each bill is now before the Joint 
Committee on Environment, Natural 
Resources, and Agriculture.

I was 
the general manager at Electro Term in 
Springfield and also worked at Bordeau

A. I was proud of making new machines 
and equipment. It gives me a sense of accom- 
plishment to influence young people to live a 
Christian life, clean and disciplined. 

Q. Your thoughts about your personal 
future? 

A. I really enjoy the work I’m doing now 
and want to stay with this work for many 
years to come. 

Rev. Chuck and his wife, Colleen, have 
been married for 41 years. They have two 
grown children, Matthew, 37, who owns his 
own business, and Stacy, 32, who is working 
towards her master’s degree. 

You would find it a very pleasant experi- 
ence to sit and converse with Rev. Heimann. 
He is not only an interesting and well-educat- 
ed man; he is humble. His personality fits 
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very well with the work he is engaged in. It is 
obvious he likes his work with the youth of 
the church and I’m sure the young people 
enjoy him as well. 

As a whole, our society needs more people 
like him. His church, his young people are 
indeed fortunate to have him at his job. I 
would have enjoyed spending much more 
time with him, but I was under pressure for 
another commitment.

arie Stevens was born in Troy, N.Y. 

on Aug. 18, 1923. Her father, a 

prominent businessman, ran a regi- 
mented household and helped fellow service- 
men find jobs. Her mother, a schoolteacher 
and later a principal, raised two girls and four 
boys in a musically inclined family. 

“The one thing I didn’t get was a good 
singing voice,” said Stevens. “I can remem- 
ber all the words to every song, though!” 

Stevens started dancing at a young age. On 
a visit to the campus park of Russell Sage 
College, she noticed a little African American 
girl tap dancing to raise money for her fami- 
ly. When the girl approached Stevens to ask 
if she would help pass her cup around, the 
two formed a fast friendship. Soon they 
could be found next to each other dancing the 
shuffle-step on the corer. 

“Everyone knew my father and the beat 
cop went up to him to say ‘Gee, I know times 
are tough, but your daughter is passing a mug 
around.” 

Stevens’ father agreed to tap classes and 
the girls continued to dance together. They 
were noticed by a vaudeville show director 
from Troy’s famous Proctor’s Theater and 
became the opening act. Stevens was also a 
child model for an upscale department store 
in the upstate New York steel town. 

“The mothers would pick out our outfits 
and our pay was our choice of one outfit that 
I modeled.” 

After graduating from school, Stevens left 
home for New York City at age 17. She 
became a model for John Robert Powers 
Models, along with notable alumni that 
include Lucille Ball, Joan Crawford and 
Rosalind Russell. Her favorite thing besides 
learning how to walk, talk, eat and dress 
properly was being a junior model at Macy’s. 

Stevens auditioned to be a Rockette for the 
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Tap dancing to the rhythm of life 


Radio City Music Hall and made it. Her 
father, however, said no. 

“In those days, people were very strict 
with their daughters. My father was against 
me being a showgirl. He used to meet me 
weekly for lunch to check up on me.” 

Stevens’ father then enrolled his dancing 
daughter in nursing school in Worcester. She 
spent two years training but quit before she 
graduated. 

“I knew if I got that cap on my head, it 
would be lifetime work and I didn’t really 
want to do that.” 

Stevens started her family in 1944. 
When her husband died very young, she 
worked odd jobs to support her son and 
two daughters. 

“I was determined that I would not get 
matried because I wanted to be the boss of 
my kids,” Stevens said matter-of-factly. “So I 
brought them up myself and had different 
jobs here and there. We did fine and they 
never went without anything.” 

Stevens’ least favorite job was working as 
a secretary for a parachute-making company. 
When she asked her boss to start sewing 
piecework, he let her try for a week. 
Overwhelmed by the amount of work, 
Stevens asked for her desk job back. 

Stevens was the first female salesperson 
for Liberty Liquors and was the assistant 
manager of Top of the Town, a Forbes & 
Wallace restaurant. She chuckled when she 
recalled how she would shop at Steigers, her 
employer’s competitor store, because the 
selection was better. 

Through the hardships, she kept dancing. 
She was asked to dance in church variety 
shows and taught ballroom dancing for 
grades 5 through 8. A former student recently 
contacted Stevens’ brother to leave a mes- 
sage of thanks because he was able to dance 
at his wedding with his new bride. 

Stevens came to the Springfield area when 
her daughter bought a house in Forest Park 
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Marie Stevens, founder of the 
West Side Tappers, retired this 
February after leading the group 
for 21 years. She has been a 
dancer for over 80 years. 


area. She was crowned Ms. Massachusetts 
Senior Sweetheart in 1989 and, after tapping 
to Roy Orbison’s “Pretty Woman” during the 
Springfield Symphony Hall show, West 
Springfield Senior Center director Virginia 
Thompson asked if she would be interested 
in teaching a tap class. 

“Tt was a good show to be at because the 
audience stood up and roared,” she said. “I 
couldn’t believe it! Men were whistling and 
my daughter even went up to one of them to 
tell them ‘Hey, that’s my mother!’” 

Over 64 people showed up for the first 
class. Stevens taught for 21 years and never 
missed a day. She stepped down from West 
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Side Tappers in February. 

“T think keeping busy and the high energy 
of the tap dancing, keeps you young and con- 
ditioned. It keeps your mind active. I’ve 
made a lot of friends from all over.” 

Stevens also headed a traveling group that 
went on to tour all over New England. 

“The insurance company SecureHorizons 
hired us to put on shows in malls and would 
pay for our expenses. We were the entertain- 
ment that brought the people into the mall 
with free shows.” 

The schedule was well liked but tiring and 
two years later the traveling group hung up 
their shoes. 

Stevens danced soft shoe on television 
with Phil Donohue and performed with her 
group at places such as the Big E, Symphony 
Hall and CityStage. 

Thirteen years ago, Stevens put an ad in 
the newspaper to promote her tap dancing 
class. A new student, Ed Veto, came to class 
and they hit it off. Five years later, they were 
married. 

“T’m very glad that I went to that class,” 
said Veto, a former supervisor at Agawam’s 
Kidder-Stacey Company and Lynn Red Sox 
farm team pitcher. “She’s an amazing 
woman.” 

Stevens worked as a competition judge 
and coordinated the yearly shows for West 
Springfield Park and Recreation. She man- 
aged to find time to design and sew over 350 
costumes for the West Side Tappers in the 
group’s 21-year run. 

In her retirement, Stevens, who currently 
lives in Feeding Hills, plans to visit her chil- 
dren and grandchildren who now live in 
South Hadley, Palmer and Florida. She will 
travel but wants to attend yearly Master 
Dance Conventions in New York City. 

“IT know a lot of the master teachers and 
still can tap dance,” said Stevens. “I hope to 
keep my foot in the door.”

The DPW immediately contacted the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (MassDEP), the Agawam 
Conservation Commission, area health departments, the 
Agawam Police Department and other public officials about 
the damaged pipe. 

DPW Superintendent Christopher Golba contracted 
Bruschi Brothers of Ludlow, a sewer installation and mainte- 
nance company, to assess the damage at the scene. They 
determined the mains on both 10-inch and 20-inch pipes 
would need to be shut down in order to perform repairs. 

Mobilization of equipment occurred over the weekend. 
Repair work began early Monday, March 21 and was com- 
pleted Wednesday morning, said Golba. The statement issued 
by the town indicates Bruschi Brothers was at the repair site 
Monday, preparing to remove the submerged excavator and 
continue the repair of the two wastewater mains. McVac, 
from New Haven, Conn., was contacted to manage the waste- 
water that would be pumped from the Main Street pump sta- 
tion to Bondi’s Island. 

Also on Monday, Golba directed the shutdown of the 20- 
inch pipe, which eliminated further discharge from the pipe. 
The repair was completed March 23 and crews worked to 
backfill the area. 

During its meeting on Monday night, the Agawam City 
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Council approved an emergency preamble for a resolution to 
pay for the repairs of the water mains. Depending on the out- 
come of the investigation, the individual responsible for the 
unauthorized excavation could also be responsible for the 
repair costs. An Agawam police investigation is ongoing, but 
police declined to comment on the status of the investigation 
at press time. 

Cohen said he does not know how expensive the fix will 
be, but said it could be very costly. 

“Right now, it is too early in the process to tell how much 
this is going to cost,” said Cohen. 

City councilors agreed they had no choice in the matter 
and unanimously agreed to the emergency proclamation. 
Also aiding in the process is the Agawam Conservation 
Commission, which issued an emergency certificate, allow- 
ing work to be done on the farmland, and the Agawam Health 
Department, who consulted on the incident. 

The Agawam Health Department was also consulted in the 
incident. 

“The Town is thoroughly investigating this incident and 
will take any and all measures necessary to hold accountable 
the individual or individuals responsible for this incident,” the 
press release states. 

Golba said there is no trespassing on the wetlands that 
were affected.

Superintendent role still up in air

AGAWAM - School Superintendent Dr. 
Mary A. Czajkowski has declared she will 
see the budget through even if she is 
offered a position in another town. 
Earlier this month, it was announced that 
Czajkowski was named as one of three 
finalists for the superintendent’s job at the 
Barnstable Public Schools on Cape Cod. A 
final decision by the Barnstable School 
Committee is expected this week. 

The Barnstable position would begin 


July 1. With the Agawam School 
Department budget for next year still in 
flux and facing a $2 million deficit, many 
residents are concerned by how the offer of 
a new job would affect Czajkowski’s com- 
mitment to Agawam’s budget. 

School Committee Chairman and 
Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen said 
Czajkowski has assured him that, if offered 
the Barnstable position, she would remain in 
her current capacity as Agawam’s superin- 
tendent until budget negotiations concluded. 

“Dr. Czajkowski has said that she would 
stay until the budget is set in July. Of

course, we’d hate to see her go,” he said. 
“As mayor and chairman, I wish her luck. 
I’m sure she would do as excellent a job in 
Barnstable as she’s done in Agawam.” 

If she were to leave as superintendent in 
Agawam, the school committee would 
need to explore its options for replacing 
her. 

“Personnel issues are at the discretion of 
the school committee. We would have the 
option of doing a search to fill the position 
or appointing an interim superintendent, 
among other things. We haven’t even 
begun to discuss what we would do, and 


until we know whether or not she’s been 
selected or has accepted the position, 
there’s no need to,” said Cohen. 

Barnstable School Committee members 
visited Agawam on March 22 to tour the 
district. Their decision is expected by the 
end of this week. 

Czajkowski was selected as one of three 
finalists from a field of 26 applicants. Also 
interviewed for the Barnstable position 
were Pembroke Public Schools 
Superintendent Frank Hackett and 
Marshfield Public School Superintendent 
Middleton McGoodwin.

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School budget discussions drawing crowds

AGAWAM - School committee mem- 
bers, principals, teachers and concerned 
parents crowded the Junior High School 
Monday, March 21 to hear Agawam 
Schools Superintendent Dr. Mary A. 
Czajkowski present her latest amended 
budget report for the next fiscal year. 

Czajkowski was asked to come up with a 
level-funded budget for the third consecu- 
tive year and with the Federal Jobs Bill 
grant money, which funded 36 Agawam 
teaching positions, no longer available for 
next year and with fixed costs that have 
increased, the school department is left to 
close a $2 million budget gap. 

A permissible carryover of some Jobs 
Bill money makes funding six of the 36 
positions still possible, but the elimination 
of the stimulus money means 30 positions 
will likely be cut before even beginning the 
work of hacking away at costs to get to the 
$34 million required for a level-funded fis- 
cal year 2012 budget. 

Czajkowski’s latest budget plan calls for 
the elimination of 22 additional positions, 
including three district instructional coach- 
es; a technical education teacher, a math 
teacher, a social studies teacher, and a phys- 
ical education teacher at the High School; a 
social studies teacher, a math teacher, an 
ELA teacher, and two paraprofessionals at 
the Junior High; one grade 6 Doering 
School teacher; an elementary teacher and a 
reading recovery teacher at Clark School; a 


reading recovery teacher and 
a grade 2 teacher at Granger 
School; a kindergarten 
teacher, an elementary 
teacher, and a reading recov- 
ery teacher at Phelps 
School; and a reading recov- 
ery and a grade 2 teacher at 
Robinson Park School. 

Even after all of those 
cuts, the budget would still 
fall $258,000 short. 

Czajkowski has proposed 
fees for busing, high school 
athletics, bands, and clubs, 
and full-day kindergarten to 
make up for the difference, 
but including those fees, the 
district is still looking at a 
$185,000 deficit. 

Speaking to the crowd 
Monday night, Czajkowski 
said there was no easy 
answer to the current budg- 
et problem. 

“This community prides 
itself on education,” she 
said. “No matter what cuts 
are made, it’s going to hurt the system and 
have an effect on our schools. We’re going 
to be looking at larger class sizes, for sure, 
among other things. We have to eliminate 
programs or reduce staff and charge fees.” 

In reference to the 30 Jobs Bill-funded 
positions from across the district that will 
need to be eliminated, Czajkowski said, 
“Funding positions with grant money is the

worst thing you can do 
because when the money’s 
gone, those jobs are gone. 
We just kept hoping things 
would turn around before 
that money ran out.” 

In response to audience 
requests that town taxes be 
raised to generate more 
funding for the budget, 
Czajkowski said she’s visit- 
ed the Agawam Senior 
Center and talked with peo- 
ple there about what higher 
taxes would mean to them. 

“There are mixed feel- 
ings with the senior popu- 
lation in town,” 
Czajkowski said. “They’re 
concerned about taxes 
because many are on fixed 
incomes. But they also 
have children and grand- 
children and they realize 
how important good 
schools are to the commu- 
nity. That’s what brings 
people into this town and 
what keeps housing prices going up.” 

Preliminary reports suggest that a $200 
tax increase per family for next year would 
cover the school department’s $2 million 
deficit as well as the town’s $2 million 
deficit. 

School committee members Anthony 
Bonavita, Roberta Doering, Linda 
Galarneau, Kathleen Mouneimneh and 


Shelley Reed were in attendance and lis- 
tened intently to the audience’s questions 
and concerns. 

“We are facing serious cuts and 
changes,” said Bonavita. “It’s too early to 
say whether we’re going to approve or 
reject this budget. We haven’t even dis- 
cussed how each of us would vote on it.” 

When pressed by an audience member 
about what would happen if the school 
committee were to reject the proposed cuts 
and submit a level-service budget that 
would keep all positions intact instead, 
Bonavita explained the process. 

“The school committee can either 
approve or reject the budget and then we 
send it to the mayor, who can override our 
decision. If we vote and we’re tied, the 
mayor is the school committee chairman 
and has the tie-breaking vote. And if the 
mayor were to approve a level-service 
budget, he then has to submit it to the city 
council and the city council has the power 
to cut the bottom line by whatever amount 
they decide and that could put us right 
back where we are tonight,” he said. 

Budget workshops will continue 
throughout April with a budget presenta- 
tion scheduled before the school committee 
on April 26. 

Czajkowski encouraged parents and staff 
to continue to attend the workshops, ask 
questions, and offer suggestions. 

“When parents start speaking out and 
saying ‘No’ then we can start to change 
this,” said Czajkowski.

omega-3 fish oil fats when used with adults 
in German hospitals. He started research to 
see how it could better help children obtain 
lipids while receiving IV nutrition.

busy with school. She currently attends Holyoke Community

Overseas, Andrew said he lives in a region of Afghanistan 
that doesn’t have housing the way we think of it. 

“Some of the places I’m in, I’m living in mud huts,” he 
said. 

Despite the conditions, Andrew said he is enjoying his job. 

“We get people who really like to see us and kids come out 
to say hello, but then we get the other side, with people who 
scold us and throw rocks,” he said. 

His decision to join the military, while seemingly benefi- 
cial in the long run, came as a surprise to his family. 

“We had no inkling that he was even thinking of joining 
the service,” Lois said. 

Originally, Andrew had planned to attend nursing school, 
she said. But the program is competitive and few people are 
chosen. “He didn’t want to wait ... he wanted to start his life. 
He felt joining the army was the best opportunity for him to 
reach his goals.” 

With a background in medicine - Andrew had already 
taken nursing prerequisite courses at Holyoke Community 
College and worked at Mercy Medical Center for five years - 
he was accepted into the medic program in the army. 

But a mother never stops worrying and even though he is 
helping others, Lois said she was happy to have him home. 

“He’s safe. He’s good. He’s healthy,” she said. “I’m just 
overwhelmed because we’ve been looking forward to this for 
so long.

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Parents, coaches, official, 
nurses and athletes 
attend discussion

LUDLOW - Ludlow High School athletic 
trainer Katie Sylvain welcomed the opportu- 
nity to speak to about 30 parents, athletes, 
nurses, coaches and a referee last week. 

Sylvain was one of three guest speakers in 
the first-ever concussion seminar held at St. 
Elizabeth Parish. 

“A lot of parents had positive feedback,” 
said Sylvain, who talked about the ImPACT 
test being used for contact sports as a base- 
line test to measure athletes. “Parents said it 
was very informative. I think it’s important to 
make more people aware of the potential 
dangers of concussions. Some symptoms like 
depression can last up to a year.” 

The seminar was staged by the Ludlow 
Athletics Department and Wendy Gage, a 
health coordinator for the Ludlow Public 
Schools. 

“Tt went very well,” said Gage, who noted 
that many soccer coaches from the Ludlow 
Youth Soccer Association turned out for the 
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Concussion seminar illustrates importance 
of safety and legal responsibility 


event. “We had a fairly decent turnout.” 

Gage said a high school soccer official 
also attended the seminar and asked some 
very good questions. 

“Hopefully he brings this back to other 
high school officials,” she said. 

Dr. Zach Marowitz from the Bay State 
Medical Center Concussion clinic was the 
first guest speaker. 

Ludlow and Agawam are the only two dis- 
tricts working directly with Bay State 
Medical Center. 

“Dr. Marowitz spoke first about concus- 
sions, the signs, symptoms and treatment. He 
spoke about how his clinic works at Bay 
State,” Gage said. “He does a physical reha- 
bilitation plan and a return to play plan while 
making accommodations for the academic 
side of things. A concussion can affect a stu- 
dent’s focus, so he has a full plan on how we 
implement it at school.” 

Sylvain spoke next, particularly about 
evaluating a concussion and then about using 
the ImPACT test as an important tool. 

Ludlow is one of four school districts in 
Western Massachusetts that started using the 
ImPACT test as a way to regulate concus- 
sions. The ImPACT test is a web based com- 
puterized program developed by physicians. 

Agawam, Belchertown and Northampton 
are the other districts using the test, which is 


also employed by colleges, universities and 
professional sports teams. 

Gage said the Ludlow district purchased 
the tests from the Department of Public 
Health. Gage wrote a grant proposal and 
received approval. Both Ludlow school nurs- 
es, Sylvain and Athletics Director Tim Brillo 
received training on how to administer the 
ImPACT test. 

“We’ve established our own protocol,” 
Sylvain said. “A lot of parents and coaches 
might have a different view, so we all need to 
be on the same page. I think for the first time 
it went well and we hope to hold more 
informative sessions in the future.” 

Gage spoke to the academic side. An ath- 
lete suffering from a concussion could expe- 
rience many other symptoms, including a 
lack of focus. 

“There were a lot of great questions from 
the audience,” Gage said. “After Katie spoke 
we had a question and answer period. I 
thought that was pretty impressive for the 
first time. We talked about what happens, 
what’s the treatment and what we can do to 
educate people.” 

A new concussion law was passed in July 
and every school district needed to have 
training in place by January 2011. Gage said 
coaches, nurses, booster club members and 
volunteers are required to take part in the

Gage said. “The new law states that districts 
need to have a new policy in place by 
January 2011.” 

Gage said districts could expect even more 
legislation in the future. 

“Part of the law is still being discussed and 
you can expect the new regulations that will 
call for all the parents to be trained on con- 
cussions,” Gage said. 

She also said Ludlow’s policy for athletes 
is to take the ImPACT test. 

“We already have the schedule set up,” 
Gage said. “We do the baseline testing for the 
athletes. It’s mandatory. Once the new regu- 
lations come out, we most likely will have 
more training. We won’t have a choice.” 

Gage said one parent applauded the train- 
ing. 

“There were some athletes there and one 
parent stood up and said all hears is negative 
stuff about our school,” Gage said. “He was 
very impressed with this whole system. It has 
worked well.”
